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Americans Push HunsBack 


STRATEGY OF 
CAUTION USED 
BY GEN! FOCH 


TTY J. W. T. MASON. 
New York, July 25.—General Foch ! 
still continues his strategy of eau- 1 
tion instead of adopting1 Von Hinden- 
burg’s strategy of slaughter. 
The war will not be won in the 
Aisne-Marne salient. 
Therefore Foch 
is determined not to be lured into ma­ 
jor operations to ratify the 
eager 
expectations of spectators. 
The dominant factor in the present 
situation between the Aisne and the 
Marne is that the Germans are eager 
to inveigle the allies into engaging 
in a great major offensive before 
America’s! strength is fully ready, 
while General Foch is resolved not 
to make this mistake. 
It is there­ 
fore, well within the limits of Von 
Hindenburg’s strategy for great num­ 
bers of German reserves to be as­ 
sembled south of the Aisne. 
These 
reserves 
are 
capable of 
forcing Gen. Foeh a large death toll 
to pay for moderate gains.Instead of 
accepting so crude a challenge, Gen­ 
eral Foch is holding back patiently 
waiting for America’s next million 
to arrive before striking with his ma­ 
tured power. 
The present operations have im­ 
mensely imnroved the Franco-Ameri- 
can lines, defending the roadways to 
Paris. 
To persist in heavy sacrifices 
of 
life 
for 
secondary 
advantage 
would he spectacular, but would not 
be sound strategy. 
If the losses are 
to come is far better that they should 
occur nevt autumn or next spring, 
pushing the battle front over the 
Lorraine border far into Germany. 
The Rhine, not the Aisne, is the place 
to end the war. 
Furthermore, an 
American advance toward the Rhine 
would compel Hindenburg to 
with­ 
draw from the Aisne-Marne salient or 
elsewhere along the west front so 
that by shortening his lines he might 
find frowns to enter German territory. 
Loch is losing no tricks between the 
Marne and Aisne. 
War can’t be plav- 
ed as fast as baseball.

HEAVY INCREASE IN 
TAXES ON ESTATES 


Washington, July 25.—A 50 per­ 
cent increase in the present graduat­ 
ed tax on estates up to and including 
$8,000,000 estates, with 
greater in­ 
creases from larger estates, was ten­ 
tatively agreed upon by the 
House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Chairman Kitchin announced thai 
the committee devoted the entire day 
to considering estate taxes and that 
while the tentative conclusion of the 
committee is subject to revision the 
majority favored an increase of 50 
per cent over the present rates with 
few exceptions. 
It is expected that the new system 
of estate tax rates will yield a rev­ 
enue of $100,000,000 when it is in full 
working operation, against the pres­ 
ent $70,000,000. 


THOUSANDS GOf ON 
STRIKE IN ENGLAND 


London, July 25.—Two 
hundred 
thousand munition works in England 
were idle today as 
the 
result 
of 
strikes in Coventry and Birmingham. 
In Coventry sixteen thousands have 
joined the ranks of those who have 
laid down their tools and in Birming­ 
ham 65,000 have walked out. Electric­ 
ians were included in the strikers in 
the latter citv forcing the plants to 
shut down, which has thrown 150,000 
out of employment. 
Upon the result of today’s confer­ 
ences between representatives of the 
government and the Union men de- 
nnd resolutions of more than 100,- 
000 other workers to quit their tasks. 
Winston Churchill will be represen­ 
tative of the government in the con­ 
ference. 
It is understood the war 
cabinet has taken the position that 
inasmuch as the strike is a 
direct 
blow at the government plans will 
be laid at once to force the strik­ 
ing men into the army, unless they 
return to their work. 
Meanwhile a few plants are strug­ 
gling on at Manchester through the 
resolution of five 
thousand 
women 
workers to stick to their work 
A 
resolution has been passed by them 
pledging their loyalty to the govern­ 
ment and to the men in the trenches. 
A resolution adopted by the workers 
in the Woolwich district says: 
“Strike now and it will earn th# 
blessings of the kaiser.* 
Morning newspapers express sym­ 
pathy with the workers but have no 
sympathy for a strike. 
They urge 
the government to handle the situa­ 
tion cooly. 


FORMER AUSTRIAN 
CONSUL NABBED 
AS AUEN ENEMY 


Boston, July 25.—Oswald Kunhardt, 
formerlv German and Austrian con­ 
sul in tnis city, was arrested today as 
an enemy alien at his home in Man­ 
chester and brought here. Federal of­ 
ficers refused to confirm or deny a re­ 
port that the arrest was 
connected 
with the submarine activities off the 
coast. 
It was admitted however, that in­ 
formation in the possession of the of­ 
ficials indicated that the arrest was of 
more than ordinary importance. 
Kunhardt’s 
apartments 
in 
the 
House 
in 
Manchester, 
where 
he 
boarded, were searched by agents of 
the Department of Justice after 
he 
had been taken in custody. 
No state­ 
ment was made as to what evidence, 
if any, bearing on his activities as an 
enemy alien was discovered. 
At the 
office of Judd Dewey, Assistant Unit 
ed States District Attorney, in this 
city, it 
was sai 
dthat 
Kunhardt 
would probably be interned for 
the 
duration of the war. 
Since the internment of Dr. Karl 
Muck, director of the Boston Sym­ 
phony orchestra, no arrest of an en­ 
emy alien here has aroused so much 
interest as that of the former consul. 
Up to the time this country entered 
the war Kunhardt was a member of 
the Tennis and Racquet club, one o^ 
the most exclusive organizations of 
Bav State society men. 
He was also active in business aside 
from his consular duties, as the repre­ 
sentative of the Berlin Aniline works, 
which controlled a large part of the 
business in German dyes in this coun­ 
try. 
After the declaration of war 
Kunhardt resigned from the 
Tennis 
and Racquet club. 
He continued his 
consular work for a time, represent­ 
ing Austria until relations 
of the 
United States with that country were 
severed. 
In registering some months ago as 
an enemy alien, he said that he had 
been in this country 19 years and that 
he was 42 years of age. He is unmar 
ried.

Mr Baker’s Department of th6 Gov­ 
ernment has been subjected to a good 
deal of criticism, whether deserved or 
not.

The truth probably is that Baker 
was as efficient a secretary as the 
nation would have endured. A Hip- 
dinburg would have got tangible re­ 
sults sooner than Baker, but to get a 
Hindenburg into the war office we 
should have had to get Prussianism 
into the hearts of the people. Under 
Baker the preparations 
for 
war 
moved somewhat slowly; that is they 
moved no more rapidly than the peo­ 
ple could wake up for war, and turn 
the human and mechanical 
energies 
heretofore devoted to peaceful indus­ 
try to the grim occupation of slaugh­ 
ter. 
Before rifles could be made, plants 
had to be constructed to turn out the 
rifle-making machinery; before such 
plants could be built foundations had 
to be dug and steel obtained, 
and 
both labor and steel were scarce; be­ 
fore they could be operated coal had 
to be secured and coal was scarce; 
before the Taw 
material 
could 
be 
brought and the finished product tak­ 
en away the transportation 
system 
had to be reorganized and it 
was 
badly in need of reorganization. 
No wonder there was 
confusion 
But now our spiritual transformation 
and our physical one are well along. 
We have the apparatus to make war, 
and are in the mood to make war. 
Besides the million men in France, 
another million are under arms. The 
officers of the army now number 
almost as many as the privates did 
“ in 1916. 
Combat aeroplanes are now 
being delivered at the rate of eighty 
a week, and Liberty motors at 
the 
rate of 115 a week. There are plenty 
of rifles. 
And think of this—our army 
is 
probably the most sober amy that 
ever existed. 
It is getting enough 
and plenty to eat and wear. It has 
successfully established out of almost 
jiothing, a complete system of port 
and transportation 
facilities. 
As 
we go deeper we gather impetus.

On July IO, there were on file with 
the Fuel Committee, 1180 orders for 
coal, and on that date 781 had been 
filled, 134 partly filled, and 265 had 
not been reached. 
Priate consumers 
are to be commended for filing their 
orders during the months of April, 
May and June, thereby aiding 
local 
dealers in the immediate handling of 
coal, on receipt of same. 
From the 
above figures, fully one-third of the 
orders on file July IO, were unfilled, 
or only partly so, during a period of 
three months. 
It is probably a fair 
estimate that the 1180 orders repre­ 
sent 6,000 of our population. 
On the 
same basis, but 4,000 are fully pro­ 
vided for. 
These orders were filed 
not only by the residents of the city 
of Xenia, but a large part of Xenia 
township, and several miles south and 
southeast of Xenia. 
It is evident that 
on July IO, a little more than one- 
fourth the population in the above 
territo ry is provided with a full sup­ 
ply of coal, with the prospect, how­ 
ever, that at the end of July, 
prac­ 
tically all the above orders will be 
filled and more than one-third the 
population in the above 
mentioned 
erritory supplied. 
The public buildings and 
schools, 
deluding come of the schools of the 
surrounding townships, are 
practic­ 
ally supplied and the churches partly 
so. 
Local dealers are doing, and will 
continue to do all in their power to 
procure coal. 
One of the chief dif­ 
ficulties arises from the labor situ a­ 
tion. 
A large portion of the miners 
are within the draft age, and while 
exemption can be extended to th a t 
class, yet being largely foreigners, 
when a few years ago they worked 
six days a week a t $2.50 to $3.00 per 
day, are now content to work only 
from three to four days per week at 
$5.00 and $6.00 ner day. 
In addition, 
the high price of labor in other lines 
has 
taken m any 
aw ay 
from

mines. 
Acting along the line of this in­ 
formation, the U. S. Fuel Adminis­ 
tration has ut the supply of coal to 
breweries, m anufacturers of 
autos 
for pleasure, art! florists who 
use 
more than four tons per year to one- 
half the average amount consumed 
in j re\ ions 
years, 
with 
statem ent 
chat this action is to be extended to 
many lcctories and plants producing 
what

“non-essentials”, 
during the war. 
While thousands of 
tons will be saved by the above ac­ 
tion, yet it must be remembered th a t

ITALY REVIVES 
AFTER BIG LOSS 
A YEAR AGO 


(By United Press.) 
(Copyright, 1918, 
by

Press.) 
Porno, July I.—A year ago, 
the 
Italian armies were within 12 miles 
of Triest, and on the direct road to 
the interior of Austria. 
T o d a y they 
are holding the line of the 
Piave 
river, overlooking the rich Venetian 
plain, now in the hands of the ene­ 
my. 
But this picture of territorial re­ 
linquishment finds the Italian people 
nearer to a true victory and realiza­ 
tion of national aspirations than they 
were before the disaster at 
Capor- 
etto. 
That triumph of German 
in­ 
trigue and propaganda, resulting 
in 
tile rout of the Italian army and the 
retreat to the Piave, was the firs! 
step toward the creation of the pres­ 
ent national solidarity of Italy for 
prosecution of the war. 
The extent of Italy’s rejuvenation 
is illustrated by her tremendous de­ 
feat of the Austrian offensive, which 
began along the I OO-mile front from 
the Asiago plateau to the Adriatic, 
the morning of June 15. 
Unlike the previous offensive, this 
effort found the Italian armies ready 
and waiting. 
British and 
French 
troops fought shoulder to shoulder 
with the Italians in 
the 
mountain 
region, and in the last days of the 
offensive, American airmen rendered 
important co-operation. 
The Austrians 
who 
made 
this 
drive minus the Geramn aid which 
had characterized their former cam- 
jmigns, were stopped in the north,

The tide turned on the 
Piave during the fifth day. 
Rains in 
the mountain region flooded the river, 
preventing the Austrians bringing un 
reinforcements, ammunition or food. 
On June 22 the Austrian retreat be­ 
gan. 
In some places it became an 
utter rout. 
They lost more than 25,- 
000 prisoners. 
After winning back their old lines 
along the Piave, the Italians, British 
began systematic local 
enterprises, 
which have been successful in winning 
territory, inflicting 
casualties 
and 
acquiring prisoners. 
These continue 
as this is written. 
Tile Central Powers’ biggest offen­ 
sive against Italy during the past 
year was Hie attack on the morale of 
her soldiers and civilians, 
It coinci 
(led 
very nearly with 
the- various 
‘‘affairs” in France. 
It was finally 
crushed 
and 
defeated 
by 
the 
thorough 
exposure 
of 
Germany’s 
treachery after the military defeat. 
The moral rebound which came to 
Italy after the stemming 
of 
the 
Austro-German rush on the 
Piave 
was furthered strengthened by sev 
era! other 
factors. 
Probably 
the 
t hief one among them was the crea 
Hon of tho 
Allied 
“single 
front.’ 
Long before the appointment of Gen 
foch as supreme commander on the 
western fronts, tile 
Italians 
were 
made to feel the unity of Allied in 
terests when the British and French 
expeditions took up their position 
on the new line of defense* 
That was 
after the Italians, alone, had halter 
the enemy, and the hest appreciation 
of this feat is given in the words of 
a high Allied official, who said. 
“Italy’s resistence on the line of 
the Piave will live among the most 
famous deeds of battles of all agos 
It is not too much to say that 
th 
cause of the 
Alliance 
would 
lmv 
been severely compromised, if not 
more, had not the Italian tr o o p s stood 
their ground and turned back the in 
vaders from Italy on those celebra 
ted defenses. 
I firmly believe that 
that great feat of arms not only had 
an objective result of enormous im 
portance; I believe it has been of 
enormous service 
to

Italians 
themselves. 
They have come out of 
that trial with 'greater unity, with 
great self-confidence, and, if possi 
hie, with greater courage than they 
ever had before.”

EX C H A N G E FOR W H E A T FLO U R 
Many inquiries have been received 
by the Food Committee as to whether 
the rules requiring purchase of sub­ 
stitutes are to be changed.

changed in some degree, but Wash­ 
ington advises that no change can be 
announced definitely until the amount 
of the new wheat 
crop is definitely 
established and until Mr. Herbert C. 
Hoover, who is now in London, has 
conferred with Allied Food 
Adminis­ 
trators. 
The rules for exchange by farmers 
of wheat for flour at mills and eleva­ 
tors are somewhat changed, effective 
July 20, 1918, as described 
in 
this 
letter. 
Farmers hitherto have 
been 
per­ 
mitted to exchange wheat for 
flour 
on signing a certificate, the amount 
of flour so received to be limited to 
30 days’ supply. 
Effective July 20, 1918, farmers are 
permitted to exchange wheat for flour 
at mills and elevators in Ohio on the 
following basis: 
On exchanging their own wheat for 
flour, farmers may take out enough 
flour to last them until 
October 
I, 
1918, the amount so received
